BONAPARTE THE 
MAN TO BLAME 


Called Off Investigation of the 


Sugar Trust. 


ROOSEVELT IS NOT INVOLVED 


Form er President Had Depended En* 


! 
tirely Upon the Judgment of His 


Attorney 
General— Latter’s 
Prede 


cessor Had Encouraged George H. 


Earle, Jr., to Believe That H is Case 


Would Be Taken Up by the Depart­ 


ment of Justice. 


New York, Nov. 18.—A hint as to 
what is doing at the cabinet meetings 
in Washington affecting the attitude 
finally to be assumed by the Taft ad­ 
ministration toward the sugar trust 
situation of the gravest political im­ 
portance was reflected here in the 
talk of the highest federal officials. 
It is evident from intimations of 
the Taft appointees in New York that 
when the crisis of the situation is 
reached the president will lead the 
chorus of defense of his predecessor, 
who seems certain to be harshly criti­ 
cised for tailing to order action of a 
determined character against the su­ 
gar trust on the statem ent of facts 
laid before him by George H. Earle, 
Jr., of Pniladelphia. 
Lawyers do not 
deny that had the department of jus­ 
tice taken up the case against the 
trust when evidence was produced by 
lur. Earle in September, 1900, showing 
that the sugar company was violating 
both the criminal and civil clauses of 
the Sherman anti-trust laws, the gov­ 
ernment would not now be confronted 
at the beginning of its rigorous course 
against the trust by the danger of the 
case being lost through the indicted 
officers and directors of the trust ap­ 
pealing to the statute of limitations. 
While none of the federal appointe­ 
es here who discussed this phase of 
the situation would 
consent to 
be 
quoted there was a similar unanimity 
of expression among them that no 
blame could be attached to President 


was then Charles J. Bonaparte of Bal 
tlmore, to give to the Earle case the 
proper consideration 
and 
that the 
president was 
governed wholly 
by 
Bonaparte’s advice. 
The latter’s predecessor, William II. 
Moody, now a justice of the United 
States supreme court, had encouraged 
Earle to believe that his case was 
sound and would be taken up by the 
department of justice. 
It is known 
that Mr. Earle received positive as­ 
surances to this effect from Milton D. 
Purdy, assistant to the attorney gen­ 
eral under both Moody and 
Bona­ 
parte. 
Mr. Purdy was afterward a 
federal judge in Minnesota by appoint­ 
ment of President Roosevelt. 
It is said that as soon as Mr. Bona­ 
parte entered the department of jus­ 
tice Mr. Purdy was virtually taken 
off the Earle case by Mr. Bonaparte, 
who gave his personal attention to it, 
with the result that Earle was in­ 
formed that he had not made a case 
that could be successfully prosecuted 
by the government. 
All 
the 
correspondence 
between 
Earle and Bonaparte on the subject 
has been published. 
That between 
Earle and President Roosevelt has not 
as yet seen the light of publicity. Ap­ 
prehending the possibility of its pub­ 
lication it is believed that from now 
on the Taft administration, from the 
highest to the lowest of its pillars, 
will attem pt to shift to Bonaparte all 
of the blame for the failure of the 
Roosevelt administration to act. 


Central Equity Bank. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 18.—A plan is be­ 
ing discussed by the American Society 
of Equity whereby a central equity 
bank will be established at Indianap­ 
olis, with a capitalization of $1,000,000, 
and with branches in every part of the 
country where the society has mem­ 
bers. 
Its purpose will be to advance 
money on the crops and to carry the 
growers financially when any move­ 
ment is made to hold the crops for 
certain prices. 


TO SETTLE YERKES ESTATE 


Petition Filed in Court Asking for Con­ 
firmation of Agreement. 
Chicago, Nov. 18.—A petition was 
filed in the probate court by L. S. 
Owsley, executor of the 
estate of 
Charles T. Yerkes, asking for the 
confirmation of an agreement entered 
into 
between 
Mrs. Mary 
Adelaide 
Yerkes, widow of Charles T. Yerkes, 
the executor for the estate of Charles 
T. Yerkes and the heirs of the estate. 
This agreement, if confirmed, will dis­ 
pose of many of the difficulties, such 
as the filing of cross suits, etc., which 
have confronted the estate and de­ 
layed settlement. 
By this agreement it is provided 
that Mrs. Yerkes waives all claims to 
property located in New York and dis­ 
misses all litigation against the ex­ 
ecutor and the estate, she receiving 
her dower in all of the real estate and 
the widow’s third of the 
personal 
property after all debts are paid; and, 
furthermore, she will receive $400,000 
after all bequests are cared for, as 
provided by the will. The payment of 
$400,000 is in lieu of all her claims. 
The property involved in her claims 
was valued at about $3,000,000.

Mistook Man for Coyote. 
Bismarck, N. D., Nov. 18.—An Oli­ 
ver county farmer named Holer, while 
hunting, was standing on top of a hay 
stack In a clearing watching for deer. 
A Mandan hunter named Anderson 
was following a coyote and when he 
came out into the clearing saw some­ 
thing moving on the hay stack. 
He 
says he thought It was a coyote. He 
shot and wounded Holer, who died in 
a hospital at Mandan of his wounds. 


Killed by Snowplow. 
Moorhead, Minn., Nov. 18.—Peter 
Johnson of this city, an employe of 
the Northern Pacific railway, who had 
served on the section force for the 
past twelve years, was Instantly killed 
by a Russell snowplow which struck 
him while he was at work In the Dil- 
worth switch yards. 
The blade of the

Three Reported Killed. 
Marquette, Mich., Nov. 18.—William 
Dodds of Watertown, N. Y., arrived 
here and told a wild story of the north 
woods in which he alleged his father 
and two brothers had been intention­ 
ally shot to death while hunting in 
Dickinson county. The authorities are 
Investigating, but as Dodds cannot 
be found the report is believed to be 
a hoax. 


REOPENING IT 


Taft’s Attitude on Ballinger- 


Pinchot Controversy. 


NO ULTIMATUM TO PRESIDENT 


Government's Chief Forester Denies 


Story to the Effect That He Had 


Given the President the Choice of 


Putting Secretary Ballinger Out of 


the Cabinet or Accepting Mr. Pin- 


chot’s Resignation. 


Washington, Nov. 18.—The Balita- 
ger-Pinchot 
controversy, 
which 
in­ 
volves the diverse views of Secretary 
of the Interior Ballinger and Chief 
Forester Pinchot over the methods to 
be employed in conserving water pow­ 
er sites embraced in public lands, 
broke out afresh in spots. 
That is to 
say it was asserted in newspaper pub­ 
lications that Mr. Pinchot had deliv­ 
ered an ultimatum to President Taft 
that the government service was toe 
small to hold Mr. Ballinger and Mr 
Pinchot at the same time, and the 
president had directed Attorney Gen 
oral W ickersham to make a new in 
vestigation of Mr. Ballinger’s alleged 
interest in the Cunningham claims tc 
coal lands in Alaska. 
Mr. Pinchot, of whom it was said 
that he had given the president the 
choice of putting Mr. Ballinger out oi 
the cabinet or accepting Mr. Pinchot’s 
resignation, got out a denial in which 
incidentally he made an unkind re­ 
mark about the story that “a con­ 
spiracy” to nominate Theodore Roose­ 
velt in 1912 had been formed by 
strong Roosevelt supporters, Mr. Pin­ 
chot among them. 
This is the de­ 
nial; 
‘‘The story that I have issued an ul 
timatum to the president, like the re­ 
cent ‘conspiracy’ story, is merely a 
silly fabrication. 
Of course, I have 
done nothing of the kind, nor any­ 
thing that could be twisted into that 
meaning. 
The president was good 
enough to express his satisfaction 
with my work, and I am going ahead 
with it.” 


Story Lacked Confirmation. 
The story that President Taft had 
directed his attorney general to in 
vestigate Mr. Ballinger’s conduct in 
connection 
with 
the 
Cunningham 
claims was full of details. 
All that it 
lacks Is any sort of confirmation. Mr 
Ballinger’s legal adviser, the assistant 
attorney general for the interior de­ 
partment, it was asserted, had writ 
ten the letter signed by Mr. Taft ex 
onerating 
Mr. 
Ballinger 
from 
the 
charges of Special Agent Glavis, who 
lost his position by authority of Mr 
Taft for attacking Mr. Ballinger. 
Mr 
Taft, it was set forth, had read a 
statem ent by Mr. Glavis which ap­ 
peared recently, in which there were 
some things reflecting on Mr. Ballin 
ger that had not been brought to the 
president’s attention before, and Mr. 
Taft had told Attorney General Wick 
ersham to make a new inquiry into the 
Glavis charges. 
The suggestion of 
this new story is that Mr. Ballinger’s 
legal adviser had purposely left out 
of the letter, which he prepared foi 
Mr. Taft’s sigature, some of the alle­ 
gations 
of 
Special 
Agent 
Glavis 
against Mr. Ballinger. 
The president’s letter exonerating 
Mr. Ballinger was given to the news 
paper men who accompanied Mr. Taft 
on his 13,000-mile trip and was filed 
by them at Albany, N. Y., when the 
president’s train arrived there on 
Sept. 16. 
Part of it, at least, was dic­ 
tated by the president on the train 
It is news to the administration that 
the president let one of Mr. Ballin 
ger’s associates write the letter foi 
the president’s signature. Assistant 
Attorney General Lawler, the alleged 
letter writer, is out of town. 
To sum up the situation, the pres! 
dent has not reopened the Ballinger 
Pinchot trouble or the Ballinger-Glavis 
trouble and sees no reason to do so.

lf What Insurgent Congress­

Washington, Nov. 18.—If what cer­ 
tain Republican insurgent congress­ 
men say is true there will be lively 
doings in the house as soon as con­ 
gress meets. 
The Republican insur­ 
gents claim to have fifty Republicans 
in line w.^n them who will be willing 
to upset the house rules, strip Cannon 
of his arbitrary power and generally 
turn things upside down. 
Representative Norris of Nebraska, 
a ringleader in red ing t rouble for 
the house leaders last year, is in 
Washington, 
lie says he has a list 
of fifty Republican members of the 
house who will stand with the insur­ 
gent band from start to finish. 
Mr., 
Norris will not give the liar. e t of the 
fifty. 
He says he and his associates 
have come to the conclusion that they 
can get no legislation of the kind they 
advocate under existing conditions. 
Consequently they consider that they 
can lose nothing by making warfare 
on SpeaKer Cannon and his pet rules. 
Norris asserts that they will do this 
and, furthermore, he seems to be con­ 
fident of success. 
lf 
Norris really has fifty Repub­ 
licans with him in the insurgent band 
it will be more than enough to con­ 
trol the situation. The normal Repub 
lican majority is only forty-eight. 
If 
fifty line 
up 
against Cannon 
and 
Champ Clark is able to keep the 172 
Democrats in line 
the combination 
easily will be master of the situation.

UNIFORM 
CODE OF 
RULES 


Adopted by National Association oi 
Railway Commissioners. 
Washington, Nov- 18.—Despite op 
position to the forty-eight-hour free 
time rule and the failure to embody a 
“reciprocal demurrage rule,” the Na 
tional Association of Railway Commis 
sioners in convention here adopted a 
uniform code of demurrage rules to 
he applicable alike to state and inter 
state transportation. 
This code was 
incorporated in a report of a commit 
tee headed by Commissioner Lane oi 
the interstate commerce commission 
The object of the association in ap 
proving the code was to facilitate its: 
actual application to all transporta 
tion on the ground that demurrage 
rules, loosely drawn and laxly en 
forced, constitute one of the last 
strongholds of those who seek to ren 
der the law against discrimination im 
potent. 
One of the most determined advo 
cates of a limitation to forty-eight 
hours was C. F. Staples of Minnesota 
The majority of the committee re 
ported that it considered the question 
of “reciprocal demurrage,” or a fine 
on the railroads for failure to delivei 
cars after they were ordered, did not 
come within its province. The minor 
tty members took the opposite view 
but the association upheld the ma 
jority. 


DISCUSSES THE TARIFF LAW 


Representative Martin Says Congress 
May Amend It. 
Washington, Nov. 18.—“If it should 
be developed, incident to the enforce­ 
ment of the maximum and minimum 
provisions of the new tariff, that, as 
a general practice, the higher rather 
than the lower rates of duty were 
being imposed on 
products coming 
into the United States, I am firmly of 
the opinion that congress would at 
once address itself to the task 
of 
amending this feature of the Payne- 
Aldrich act.” 
This statement was made by Rep­ 
resentative Eben W. Martin of South 
Dakota, apropos of the conference 
held at the White House between 
President Taft and 
Messrs. Emery, 
Reynolds and Sanders, members of 
the recently created tariff board.

New Shaft ii Down 139 Feet and 
Will be Sunk 250 Feet before 
Beginning Drifting 
Cuyuna, Minn., Nov. 17— The Cu­ 
yuna Postoffice, which is kept by 
Frank Buchanan in his hotei in this 
village was robbed last night. About 
$10 in money and stamps was secured 
and two registered letters were taken. 
Every letter in the postoffice is said 
to have been opened in an effort to 
secure more money. 
It is said that 
there are clues which may result in 
arrests, but the officials are reticent 
as to the matter. 
The new four-compartment shaft 
at the Kennedy mine is now down 
139 feet. 
This shaft, which was 
purposely sunk in the foot wall rath­ 
er than in the ore will be put down 
250 feet before drifting is commenc­ 
ed. 
Work in the first shaft, or rath­ 
er in drifting from that shaft, is still 
in progress and will be continued all 
winter.

CANADA WILL NOT CONSENT 


W ill Refuse to Allow More Am erican 
W arships on Great Lakes. 
W ashington, Nov. 18.—Inform ation 
received in W ashington from Ottawa 
la to the effect th at the Canadian gov­ 
ernm ent has Informed the state de­ 
partm ent th at no practice vessels for 
naval m ilitia will be perm itted on the 
G reat Lakes. 
It is also indicated that 
there have been diplom atic exchanges 
betw een 
the 
two 
governm ents 
in 
which are stated the objections of the 
Canadian governm ent to having more 
arm ed American ships placed on the 
lakes for any purpose whatever. 
U nder the Rush-Bagot convention, 
the armed force of each governm ent 
on the G reat Lakes was to consist of 
one vessel. 
The United States, under 
this agreem ent, has m aintained tho 
w arship 
W olverine, 
form erly 
the 
Michigan. Since the form ation of naval 
m ilitia organiations in the states bor­ 
dering on the lakes a num ber of small 
vessels have been sent to stations in 
these states, to be used for training 
purposes. 
The consent of the Canadian gov­ 
ernm ent was obtained before each ves­ 
sel was sent there, such consent be­ 
ing necessary in order th a t they might 
pass through the W elland canal. The 
arm s were not placed on any of these 
vessels until they reached their sta­ 
tions in Am erican w aters, but the 
m ere fact of their being in such close 
proxim ity to Canadian territory has 
aroused certain Canadian new spapers 
to protest against w hat they term a 
violation of the 
Rush-Bagot agree­ 
ment. 
It is Indicated th at th e Canadian 
governm ent 
has 
no 
disposition 
to 
abrogate the existing agreem ent, noi 
to force the United S tates to with­ 
draw any of the m ilitia vessels, hut 
th at it has m erely put this govern­ 
m ent on notice th at in future perm is­ 
sion to send more A m erican w ar ves­ 
sels to the G reat Lakes will be re­ 
fused.

IN HIGHPLACES 


Tail’s Appointees Displacing 
Roosevelt Men. 


MEANS REVERSAL OF POLICY 


8tate Department Pasting Through a 


Period of Reorganization and Little 


W ill 
Be Left of the Old Staff ol 


Higher 
Officials 
W hen 
A ll 
the 


Changes Determined Upon Are Put 


Into Effect. 


W ashington, Nov. 18.—Slowly but 
steadily President T aft and his cab­ 
inet mem bers are elim inating the old 
Roosevelt appointees and are placing 
the federal offices in the hands that 
are accounted reliable from the stand­ 
point of the new adm inistration. 
The 
latest 
changes 
to be made 
known here relate to the D istrict of 
Columbia’s local governm ent and the 
tw o “D istrict com m issioners.” A ssist­ 
ant Secretary Reynolds is now to be 
replaced by some one else whose name 
is not thus far announced. 
Already 
the director of the m int, the treas 
u rer of the U nited States and the first 
and third assistan t secretaries have 
been displaced and the “jobs” given 
to others. 
The state departm ent 
is 
passing 
through its period of reorganization 
and little will be left of the old staff 
of higher officials when the changes 
determ ined upon are put into effect. 
Num bers of the m ost im portant for­ 
eign m issions will have new heads 
and even among the m inor posts there 
is a great deal of shifting and chang­ 
ing in prospect. 
The postoffice departm ent has suf­ 
fered within the past day or two, it 
being announced th at four of the as­ 
sistan t postm asters general would be 
displaced. 
New men have already 
been named officially for some of the 
places. 


Motive in Making Changes. 
The motive in making the changes 
is apparently more than the merely 
political incentive which controls at 
the 
opening 
of 
an 
administration. 
It is noted here as a striking and in­ 
teresting fact that in a great many 
instances the incumbents of the places 
are men who are confessedly opposed 
to the policies and 
plans of 
their 
predecessors. 
This is notably true of 
Attorney General W ickerham , of As­ 
sistant Secretary McHarg of the de­ 
partm ent of labor, who dropped out 
of office of his own free will; of Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Ballinger and 
of very many minor officers. 
This situation is important in a way 
that is recognized by comparatively 
few. 
The vacancies on the supreme 
bench, present and prospective, will 
give to President Taft what President 
Roosevelt never had—the substantial 
power to remodel that tribunal. 
If 
the men picked out are chosen in ac­ 
cordance with the principles which 
are controlling the administrative ap­ 
pointments the supreme court will as­ 
sume a new aspect 
and 
may even 
grow more “conservative” than in the 
past. 
Places on the interstate commerce 
commission will also have to be filled 
in the near future by the president 
owing to the expiration of term s of 
existing members and, with the busi­ 
ness of the commission at the pres­ 
ent crucial point, that is an unusually 
significant matter. 
The fact that the president has thus 
far thrown his weight on the side of 
the conservative 
group 
in congress 
cannot help exerting a strong effect 
upon the personnel of the next house 
of representatives. 
W ith the legislative, judicial 
and 
administrative branches of the gov­ 
ernment 
radically 
transformed 
by 
changes in membership based upon a 
difference in point of view and of prin­ 
ciple the federal policy bids fair to 
become an entirely new thing in the 
near future. 


PASSES IRISH 
LAND 
BILL 


House of Lorde Changes Amendments 
Opposed by Commons. 
London, Nov. 18.—The Irish land 
bill was passed in the house of lords 
with some changes in the am end­ 
m ents recently proposed by the lords, 
to which the house of commons on 
Nov. 5 refused to agree. 
The vote in the house of commons 
on the motion not to agree to the 
house of lords am endm ents to the 
Irish land bill on Nov. 5 stood 319 to 
54. 
On moving the motion, Augustine 
Birrell, chief secretary for Ireland, de­ 
clared th at he was m ost anxious to 
come to term s, as the failure of the 
bill would create a deplorable situa­ 
tion in Ireland, and th at an effort 
would be made to arrange a compro­ 
mise between the two houses of par­ 
liam ent. 
A com m ittee was appointed 
for this purpose.

GIVEN OVATION 


Labor Leader Addresses Con- 
renUdn at Teronta 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 18.—The twenty- 
ninth 
convention of the Am erican 
Federation of Labor suspended its 
dignity for three m inutes late in the 
day’s session to give its heart a 
chance. 
It gave John 
M itchell an 
ovation which fairly made the win­ 
dows of the hall rattle. 
It was at the close of the reading of 
the report of the com m ittee on boy­ 
cotts and in support of the motion to 
adopt the report th a t M itchell arose in 
the m idst of the m iners’ delegation to 
speak. 
There was silence in the hall, 
as every one appreciated the im por­ 
tance of what a m an sentenced to 
prison because of boycotting would 
say. 
The report of the com m ittee 
strongly upheld the resort to boycott, 
declaring th a t under present condi­ 
tions the boycott is a necessary legal 
and m oral weapon, and one that, as 
P resident Gompers 
will 
say, there 
should he no hesitating in using when 
other rem edies fail and the occasion 
dem ands the usual and drastic anti­ 
dote. 
Very deliberately Mr. Mitchell be­ 
gan his remarks, and at no time did 
he display undue excitement or as­ 
sume an air of bitterness. 
“I take this occasion,” he began, 
“to record my positive concurrence in 
the report of the committee on boy­ 
cott just read. 
I realize that every 
statem ent made on the floor of this 
convention by those who must on Mon­ 
day next surrender to the court was 
closely scrutinized. 
"I know not what in the way of per­ 
sonal hardship may be in store tor 
me, but no amount of mental or phy­ 
sical suffering will convince me th .c I 
have not the right to spend my mo.: / 
when and where I will, and the r.gut 
to write and speak as I please, being 
responsible to the law for my acts. 
“Any attem pt through the subtle lit s 
of the law to take from me this right 
m ust be resisted by all the int ans 
within our power.” 
The report of the boycott coir. .it- 
tee was adopted by unanimous v ce. 
The International Labor Press as 
sociation was organized 
here 
\ nth 
Charles W. Frear of Joplin, Mo., as 
president.

This statem ent was made by Gov­ 
ernor A. O. E berhart to supplement I 
his speech at Minneapolis Monday 
night, in which he advocated a num­ 
ber of reforms which the state might 
bring about. 
The governor boarded a 
train for Chicago immediately after 
making his speech in Minneapolis and 
not until he returned here did he know 
of the wide publicity th at the speech 
had been given.
